kime of perſecution:that it would pleaſe ther 
to continue thy lwuing kindnelle towardes 
them, and therefoꝛe catiſe them to continue 
their faith towardes thee, and obedience to⸗ 
wards thy holy Wiwzde. And whenloeuer it 
ſhall be thy pleaſare,to trye them with any 
kinde of affliction , if woulde pleaſe thee fo 
graunt vnto them, that they may put their 


truſt in the, hauing regard to the trueth of 


thy pꝛomiſes, and to the god experience that 
they haue of thy help in times paſt, c therby 
conceyne comfoꝛt and hope (O Lo2de) euen 
ok lyle in death, 1 of Saluation in deſtructi⸗ 
on. Me pꝛape the alſo (god Lo2de) that we 
may haue the feeling of the myſeries of our 
Bꝛethꝛen, as members of the ſame body, 
and thoſe that lyue by the ſame Spirite. 
And therefo2e we pꝛay thee, that accoꝛding 
to the manikold troubles that thou ſhalt vi⸗ 
ſite them with, it woulde be thy god plea⸗ 
ſure, to meaſure out thy grace in ſuch plen⸗ 
fifull manner, that thy chyldꝛen may pati⸗ 
ently beare, and iopfullp attend, fo2 the god 
how2e wherein thou wylt pull them out 1 
all their troubles.

fo2 which they are taken: which is, ta giue a 
freer courſe of thy 'Goſpell into all places; 
And therewithall we beſeeche thee fo2 the 
Churches of Fraunce + Flaunders ; which 
are ſo miſerably racked and to2ne in ſader, 
and which are almoſt conſumed with theſe
